Hope  on  the  horizon 


Praise  God  f(»  a  new  generation 
that  is  coining  to  see  who  are 
Southern  Biqitists!  If,  as  Southern 
Baptist  histofians  suggested  across 
the  last  decade,  we  have  seen  a 
generation  of  folks  who  were  los¬ 
ing  the  visi  m  of  what  it  means  to 
be  Soathen  Biqitist,  then  there  is 
indeed  hopt  on  the  horizon. 

A  (juestion  on  the  ctaircfa  histoiy 
final  exam  this  past  semester 
asked  “Who  are  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists?"  Some  of  the  students  in  the 
class  had  Baptist  backgrounds, 
some  were  new  Christians,  some 
were  from  impoverished  back¬ 
grounds,  s(xne  were  good  students, 
some  stiu  moving  in  tiiat  direction 
—  but  at  least  on  this  question 
they  were  perceptive!  Look  at 
what  four  students  had  to  say: 

“An  Southern  Biqptists  hare  their 
views  on  what  Southern  Baptists 
are.  Therein  lies  the  strength  and 
dichotomy  of  the  denomination. 
Laying  aside  all  the  (xiltural  and 
tradtional  views  of  Southern  B^ 
tist  expeiienoe,  wtncfa  make  up  the 
individual  views  of  most  Southern 
Baptists,  historical  evidence  and 
tra^rinn  show  that  Sixithem  Bq>- 
tist  religion  is  a  way  of  doing 
Christian  and  church  living.  It  is 
pnranily  characterized  by  volnn- 
taiy  confomiity  to  a  way  (rf  ctamch 
government  and  to  a  missions 
wodd  view.  The  individual  ctmtch 
is  autonomous  and  has  its  own 
views,  but  it  conttibuiBS  funds  and 
siqipoit  to  a  system  of  cfanrcfaes  in 
an  effort  to  live  out  its  Cutfa.  There 
are  sonne  (kictrines  that  did  arrive  as 
a  result  of  tins  view  of  goveromem, 
missioiis,  and  (Tbristiaotiy.  Howev-

er,  they  were  not  the  primary  cbar- 
acteristic.  Other  denominations 
have  similar  or  the  same  beliefs, 
but  Southern  Baptists  hare  integrat¬ 
ed  and  confonn^  ideas  to  a  world 
view  and  sumiort  network  —  the 
Cooperative  nugiam.  We  are  not 
so  much  a  denomioatioo  of  dogma 
and  doctrine  as  a  pei^le  with  dif¬ 
ferent  and  same  views  that  siqipoit 
a  ^nrit-led  system  of  government 
and  missions  integrating  ideas  for 
the  growth  of  the  kingdom.  Her- 
schel  Hobbs  said  that  Southern 
Baptists  were  individuals  who 
expressed  their  individuality  by 
voluntary  conformity.  And  this  is 
the  essence,  at  least  bistoiically,  of 
Skiuthem  Baptist  faith  and  experi¬ 
ence.” 

“Southern  B^itists  are  a  'denom¬ 
ination*  comprised  of  baptized 
believers  in  Jesus  CSirist  who  are 
different  in  that  they  put  more 
emphasis  on  the  way  you  believe, 
as  a  voluntary  cooperation,  than  in 
what  you  believe.  We  are  not 
creedal,  meaning  there  is  no  pre- 
re(]oisite  statement  of  beliefs,  but 
there  are  some  beliefs  that  we 
commonly  bold  to.  But  again,  we 
probably  differ  mostly  from  all 
other  denominational  groups  by 
adhering  to  an  autoruxnous,  demo¬ 
cratic  church  government  which 
has  been  founded  on  voluntary 
cooperatioa” 

“Soudrem  Baptists  are  a  group  of 
believers  affiliated  with  a  l(>cal, 
autonomous.  Southern  Baptist 
cfautch.  SiNitfaiem  Baptist  cfaurdies 
are  not  coiBndled  by  outside  influ¬ 
ences.  Southern  Baptists  are  dis¬ 
tinct  not  because  df  what  they

behere,  but  how  they  atct  on  what 
they  believe.  Souttero  Baptists 
believe  in  the  competency  of  the 
soul;  we  must  answer  to  Gtxl  for 
our  souls,  the  power  of  God’s 
Word,  security  of  the  believer, 
priesthood  ^of  tte  believer.  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,  with  these  behefr  not 
being  the  creed,  see  a  creed  ‘not 
where  we  will  begin,  but  where  we 
end  up.’  Southern  Baptists  operate 
on  the  basis  of  random  (meaning 
voluntary)  cocperation  and  partici¬ 
pation.  Southern  Baptists  must  bear 
witness  without  fracing  beUefs  on 
anyone.  This  allows  for  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  work  in  peoples’  lives.” 

“Sixitiieni  Baptists  are  those  who 
are  baptized  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
Saviour.  They  are  ones  who  attend 
and  are  involved  in  a  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  church.  They  believe  in  the 
competency  of  the  soul  in  leader- 
sbp  by  Jesm  Christ  Soutiiem  Bap¬ 
tists  are  not  characterized  so  much 
by  whau  they  believe  as  the  way 
ttey  believe.  It’s  the  way  we  do 
buriness,  the  way  we  interact  with 
others  t^  mak^  us  distinct  We 
are  independent  peofde  who  eiqiress 
tins  indepeaidence  through  volun¬ 
tary  cooperarioD,  wfaicfa  is  the  work 
of  tile  Ifoly  l^iiiit  not  of  maiL” 

Praise  God  that  he  does  not  leave 
us  without  hope  —  even  as  a 
denomination.  Beyond  denomina¬ 
tional  conoetns,  towever,  thanks 
be  to  tile  Fattier  for  another  new 
generation  of  young  people  some 
of  whom  at  least  are  grounded  in 
Christian  frdtii  and  experience!

Mississippi  homecoming 


A  huge  homecoming  of  “stars” 
is  expect  Dec.  S-13  in  Jackson  to 
celebrate  Mississippi’s  175th 
aniHvetsary  of  statdiood  The  ter¬ 
ritory  became  a  state  Dec.  10, 
1817.  Ordinarily,  I  would  be 
inclined  to  wait  until  we  were  200 
years  old  and  then  it  would  be 
exdting;  but  tiieo,  I  don’t  plan  to 
be  editin'  in  the  year  2018. 

Biqitists  came  from  the  Caroli- 
nas  via  the  Tennessee,  Ohio,  and 
Kfississqpi  rivers  to  Cole’s  Creek 
near  Natchez  in  1780.  Richard 
Curtis  and  Conroany  started  a 
church  there  in  1791.  In  tire  1792 
census  tiiere  were  4,600  inhabi¬ 
tants,  seven  of  whom  were  Biq>- 
tists.  The  Mississippi  Baptist 
Association  was  operating  by 
1807.  The  population  has  gone 
from  4,600  to  2,600,000  and  Bap¬ 
tists  have  grown  from  seven  to 
600,000  in  tixwe  200  years.

Somewhere  in  tins 
fmrored  state  is  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  with  the  skill,  ability,  and 
entinisiasm  to  put  it  all  together  as 
we  (xlebrate  our  heritage. 

Tbiity  miiuites’  worth  of  video 
could  be  sent  to  our  churches 
depicting  the  heritage  we  enjoy 
and  the  hope  of  the  future.  We 
could  recognize  our  best  story 
tellers,  have  the  best  painting,  best 
historical  article,  and  the  best 
drama.  There  is  a  g^at  need  to 
involve  today’s  Baptins  in  learn¬ 
ing  and  iqipreciating  bow  we  came 
to  be  where  we  are.

More  than  300  Kazakhs  have 
traveled  to  the  United  States  this 
week  to  participate  in  the  second 
Kazakh-American  festival  to  be 
held  May  10-25. 

Kazakhstan  D»aty  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  Mirzatai  Dzholdasbekov 
leads  the  delegation,  which 
includes  government  officials, 
educators,  doctors,  artists,  reli¬ 
gious  lead^  musicians,  arid  sci¬ 
entists.  Kazakhstan’s  first  and 
only  cosmonaut  is  also  among  the 
gnw. 

The  Kazakhs  will  spend  two 
weeks  With  their  American  im}fes- 
sional  counterparts,  living  in  the 
homes  of  their  families  and  observ¬ 
ing  them  in  their  workplaces. 

According  to  Brian  Grim,  vice- 
president  of  the  Central  Asian 
Foundation,  the  purpose  of  the 
festival  is  to  bring  the  Christian 
commuiaty  in  America  into  direct 
contact  with  Kazakhs  in  such  a 
way  that  it  stimulates  long-term 
co<^)eration  and  friendship. 

"This  is  important  for  both 
Kazakhstan  and  the  United 
States,”  Deputy  Prime  Minister 
Dzholdasbekov  said.  ‘The  Amoi- 
can  pet^le  will  have  a  chance  to 
talk  to  Kazakh  people  face  to  face 
and  find  out  about  their  lives,  their 
work,  culture  and  traditiocis.” 

He  added  that  Kazakhs  will  ben¬ 


efit  fixMu  seeing  for  themselves  the 
truth  about  the  United  States,  as 
opposed  to  what  they  were  tau^t 
to  believe  while  under  Communist 
control  die  last  70  years. 

“These  contacts  will  be  of  great 
inq[XMttiuice  to  Kazakhstan  because 
up  until  now  we  were  taught  quite 
differently.  We  were  taught  that 
America  was  our  greatest  enemy 
—  that  we  were  way  ahead  of 
America  and  that  Amoicans  were 
not  our  friends.” 

Last  year  330  Aigericans  traveled 
to  the  former  Soviet  republic  of 
Kazakhstan  as  a  part  or  the  first 
cultural  exchange  of  this  type. 
This  paved  the  way  for  this  year’s 
return  festival. 

“It  is  difficult  to  foresee  the 
future  because  many  people  don’t 
rely  on  the  commonwealth  union 
of  the  former  USSR,”  Dzholdas¬ 
bekov  said.  “We  are  in  a  very 
unstable  situation,  one  like  never 
before. 

“I’m  very  swry  our  people  didn’t 
do  anything  good  for  70  years;  we 
were  ftuidess.  The  other  states  that 
are  very  fniitful  will  have  to  under¬ 
stand,”  he  added. 

“America  has  the  opportunity  to 
play  a  great  role  in  the  world 
through  friendship  and  cooperation 
with  newly  formed  countries  and 
developing  countries,”  Grim  said. 


“I  think  anytime  Americans  can 
see  that  there’s  more  to  life  that 
just  ‘business  as  usual,’  that  that 
gives  us  strength  within  our  own 
country,  because  Americans  are  a 
country  motivated  by  a  vision  to 
hetope<^.” 

urim  said  this  is  the  largest 
group  of  Kazakhs  in  history  to 
travel  outside  of  Kazakhstan  on  a 
mission  sudi  as  this. 

From  the  American  side,  trying 
to  organize  nine  dififerent  states 
and  tens,  if  not  himdreds,  of  feou- 
sands  of  volunteers  to  host  the 
Kazaldis  and  partic^ate  in  events 
was  an  equally  magnanimous  feat. 
Grim  said.  The  stateside  coordina¬ 
tors  are  the  ones  who  have  niade 
the  project  a  reality. 

‘The  secret  was  a  commitmert  by 
the  Kaztdchs  and  Americans  to  truly 
accelerating  and  deepetting  friend¬ 
ships.  Plus  alot  of  hanl  wodr.” 

The  Kazakh-American  festival, 
which  will  involve  activities  in 
nine  different  states,  is  being  orga¬ 
nized  and  iqxHi^red  by  die  Central 
Asian  Foundatioo  and  the  Baptist 
Convention  of  Perm/Soudi  Jers^.

Ifis  greatest  need  —  arid  ours  —  was  to  communi¬ 
cate.

Kuralbek,  our  guest,  was  a  young  man,  about  37, 
who  said  he  was  married  and  the  father  of  a  son,  5, 
and  a  daugUer,  7.

When  we  got  home  after  that, 
he  opened  Us  phrase  book  to  say,  ‘That  was  very

Ifis  phrase  book  contained  no  words  for  questions 
about  leUgioo.  When  I  showed  Um  a  picture  of  a 
mosque,  te  pointed  to  Umaelf  and  said,  “Muslim.” 
Later,  I  gave  Um  a  New  Testamerd  printed  in  the 
Russian  haignage,  and  poirded  out  John  3:16.  He  read

S.C.  Convention 
severs  Furman  ties 


COLUMBIA,  S.C.  (BP)  — 
Messengers  to  a  special  Sooth 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
voted  May  l3  to  dissolve  legal 
and  financial  ties  with  the  con¬ 
vention’s  oldest  institution,  Fur¬ 
man  University. 

The  vote  came  after  19  months 
of  controversy  and  debate.  Fur- 
ma'n  University  trustees  first 
voted  to  amend  their  charter  and 
give  their  board  sole  authority  to 
elect  trustees  in  October  1990. 

The  second  largest  number  of 
messengers  in  the  convention’s 
histow,  4,873,  met  in  the  Cantey 
and  Ellis  buildings  at  the  state 
fairgrounds  in  Columbia.  Hal 
Lane,  pastor  of  West  Side  Church 
in  Gmnwood  who  opposed  Fur¬ 
man’s  release,  said  the  vote  “will 
set  a  precedent  for  the  loss  of 
other  Bjqitist  institutions.  God  has 
not  call^  us  to  retreat  in  die  face 
of  intimidation  and  controver^.” 

A  motimi  to  place  $1.56  million 
representing  escrowed  1991 
Cooperative  Program  funds  into 
an  irrevocable  trust  account  for 


Fhrman  University  scholarsUps, 
was  replaced  by  a  substitute 
motion  presented  by  Stephen  D.C. 
Corts,  pastor  of  Citadel  Square 
Church  in  Qiarleston.  Corts’  sub¬ 
stitute  motion  placed  1991  funds 
in  an  irrevocable  trust  fund 
reserved  for  students  going  into  < 
church-related  vocations  at  South 
Carolina  Bsqitist  Convention  insti¬ 
tutions  and  all  six  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  seminaries,  excluding  Furman 
University.  A  show  of  hands  was 
inconclusive  and  a  ballot  vote  was 
taken.  The  vote  outcome  was 
2,179  in  favor,  2,088  against. 

Remaining  1992  fun^  budgeted  - 
for  Furman  after  the  special  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  convention  are  to  be 
divided  equally  among  Anderson 
College,  Norfo  Greenville  Col¬ 
lege,  and  Charleston  Southern 
University,  the  three  remaining 
convention  institutions  of  higher ' 
education.  If  the  1992  budget  is 
fully  funded,  funds  would  amount 
tt>  $1.1  million.  An  amendment  to 
include  Forman  in  this  allocation 
of  funds  was  introduced  but  failed.

LOS  ANGELES  (ABP)  —  Bap¬ 
tist  leaders  are  speaking  out 
against  the  cuireix  wave  of  ^ifian 
tMshing”  in  the  United  States,  adl- 
ing  for  an  end  to  bigotry  against 
Japanese,  Japanese  Americans, 
and  others  of  Asian  desceitt. 

“I  am  deeply  disturbed  by 
reported  incidents  of  verbal  and 
physical  abuse  aimed  at  Japan,  at 
Japanese  Americans,  and  at  many 
Asians  who  live  in  this  country 
and  around  the  world,”  said  Daniel 
Weiss,  general  secretary  of  the 
Ameii^  Biqjtist' Churches. 

“When  persons  are  d^ialed  out 
for  abuse  because  of  their  race  <x 
reli^on  or  national  background, 
Biqitists  must  cry  out”  said  Weiss, 
citing  Jesus’  “pointed  warning” 
that  “those  who  say  they  love 
but  hate  tiieir  sisters  arid  brothers 
are  liars.” 

- '  -Liydia  Bartow  Hankins,  a  Soulb- 
em  Baptist  missionary  in  J^an, 
said  sbe  is  aware  of  the  “misdirect¬ 
ed  hate”  of  “Japan  bashing”  in  the 
United  States. 

“Whatever  unfairness  we  per¬ 
ceive  on  the  part  of  the  Jmanese 
^ovemment,^  she  said,  *'we  as 
individual  Americans  surely, 
before  Go^  do  not  want  to  make 
ourselves  ^ge  and  jaiy  and  hold 
every  Asian  accountable  for  the 


policies  of  a  nation,  no  mtxe  than 
we  would  want  to  be  held  account¬ 
able  for  tiie  economic  pctiicies  of 
our  nation.” 

Denton  Lotz,  general  secretary 
of  tiie  Baptist  Wc^  Anianoe,  said 
the  poor  economic  tituation  in  the 
world  has  caused  pttiiticians  and 
workers  to  look  fbr  a  sci^goaL 

“To  many,  J^ian  seems  rich, 
brash,  proud,  arid  arrogant,”  be 
said.  ^Therefore,  restraining 
Jqianese  business  and  forcing  her 
to  play  by  our  rules  is  the  orew  of 
the  day.  The  danger  of  such 
rhetoric  is  that  it  pr^uces  preju¬ 
dice.  Prejudice  produces  hate.  And 
bate  leacB  to  war.”

The  GCBP  is  an  opportunity  for 
churches  throughout  Mississi;^  to 
recove  help  from  a  trained  coomhant 
f(N*  a  period  of  six  to  mne  months.  The 
consultant  would  come  to  the  church 
for  three  phases  of  the  event  Tte  first 
phase  will  be  a  visit  that  would  be  an 
introductory  and  scheduling  visit. 
This  visit  would  be  with  pastoi;  church 
staff,  and  key  church  leaders.  The 
schedule  for  the  remaining  vteits 
would  be  established,  as  well  as  goals 
and  directions  for  the  project. 

The  second  phase  w<^d  be  a 
“Church  Event.”  There  is  no  set  time 
frame  for  this  event  Some  churches 
will  utilize  a  FYiday  through  Sunday 
schedule  Others  will  set  the  event  for 
a  Sunday  through  Wednesday 


schedule.  Still  others  will  decide  on  a 
different  schedule 

The  third  phase  would  be  a  series 
(rf  meetings  conducted  over  the  follow¬ 
ing  several  months.  The  {ximary  pur¬ 
pose  of  these  meetings  is  to  allow  the 
church  to  report  the  things  that  have 
taken  place  since  the  last  meeting  and 
to  fine-tune  the  actions  that  were 
established  during  the  church  event 
that  are  to  be  done  in  the  days  to 
come.  The  consultant  will  be  trained 
in  leading  a  church  through  these 
phases. 

“One  unique  feature  of  the  Great 
Ounmission  BREAKTHROUGH  Pro¬ 
ject,”  according  to  Keith  Wilkinson, 
Sunday  School  Department  director, 
MBCB,  “is  there  is  no  established 
agenda  for  the  consultant  to  follow.

Motivations  for  giving  Growing  in  grace

Revdatioii  2:12«17 


A  Jewish  woman  living  in  Israel  said,  “Jesus  is  a  national 
problem  here,  and  e^iecially  in  Jerusalem.*'  I  wondered  if 
she  lemembered  the  burning  of  the  Nadds  Street  Bi^rtist 
Church  drere.  After  the  fire  a  group  of  the  ultra-oith^ox 
sect  staged  a  demonstration  at  the  church  grounds.  Placards 
read  in  bodi  English  and  Hebrew,  “Get  out!  Get  out!” 

There  was  fear  among  the  Christians.  At  a  service  in  a 
makeshift  tent,  sometiine  later,  the  pastor  closed  his  sermon 
with  the  wends,  “Our  God  calls  us  to  stand.”  Ihis  is  the 
kind  of  situation  that  existed  at  Pergamos.  They  were  sur¬ 
rounded  by  non-believers. 

The  risra  Lord:  Word  of  truth  and  power  (v.  12).  In 
each  of  the  salutations  to  the  seven  chords  Jesus  identi¬ 
fies  himself.  Ifeie  he  ^)eaks  (tf  being  the  one  with  the 
sharp,  two-edged  swe^  The  sword  is  the  Word  of  God.  It 
is  both  an  ofifaisive  and  a  defensive  wer^xm.  It  is  sharp  and 
is  able  to  penetrate  the  heart 

Commoidation:  Faitiiftil  though  surrounded  by  evil 
(v.  13).  Jesus  gets  tight  to  the  matter.  “I  know  about  you,” 
be  says.  “I  know  you  are  right  in  the  middle  of  the  d^’s 
territory.”  Then  be  comntends  them.  They  have  held  first  to 
bis  name.  They  are  not  ashamed  to  be  ca^  by  it  They 
have  kqx  alive  their  fiutb  in  him,  and  te  is  aware  of  it 
Jesus  is  always  aware  of  everything  concerning  his  pe<^e 
—  yesterday,  today,  and  forever.  Ife  recafis  for  tiian  ^ 
Antipas  was  killed  for  his  sake  in  this  city  vdiere  Satan 
rales. 

Acensatioa:  Compromising  with  fidae  teaddne  (w. 
14>15).  Jesus  knows  us  fiw  wlw  we  are.  He  knew  &  Chris¬ 
tians  at  Pergamos.  They  had  held  first  bis  name.  They  had 
not  detued  the  fidth,  but  they  had  allowed  fidae  doctrines  to 
enter.  One  was  the  doctrine  of  Balaam  (Nunt  31:16).  Bal¬ 
aam  wanted  wealth  and  power  and  popularity.  He  was 
promised  these  by  King  Balak  of  Moab  if  he  would  curse 
die  Inaelites.  God  would  not  allow  dus,  so  Balaam  came 
up  with  a  plan — widi  the  idea  of  introducing  the  Moab 
girls  to  boys  fiom  Israel  so  they  would  intermingle  and 
many.  Fbmeation  was  the  result  This  was  a  stumbling- 
block  before  the  childreo  of  Israel  They  were  also  allowed 
to  eat  dungs  sacrificed  onto  idols  —  against  God’s  law.  In 
addition,  Jesus  accuses,  some  of  them  dxA  up  dte  ways 
the  Nicolaitans. 

The  Nicolaalans  followed  an  extreme  torn  of  gnosticism 
found  throughout  the  first  century  church.  Their  daim  was 
that  their  bodtes  were  physierd  and  tfaeiefne  eviL  Ordy 
what  their  spirits  did  was  important,  therefore  they  felt  fiee 
to  embrace  immorality  in  many  forms  and  to  do  anydditg 
they  ideased  with  their  bodies.  So,  with  th^  “^lirit”  they 
clalnied  Christ  and  ^  their  actions  t^  dwelt  with  the 
devil.  In  practice  this  same  doctrine  invades  our 
commumties  today.  We  have  all  beard  preachers  qieak  of 
those  who  live  for  God  on  Sunday  and  ufce  the  de^  the 
rest  of  the  week.- Jesus  says  be  haites  this. 

Exhortation:  Return  to  €rod  or  face  his  judgamut  (y. 
16).  It  is  just  ftut  simple.  Jesus  admooddies  us  to  repeta;  to 
turn  fiom  our  evil  ways;  to  examirte  our  beliefs  through 
study  of  his  W<xd  and  to  prove  them;  to  stand  in  die  face  of 
ofpenecutioiL  The  alternative  is  his  judgment.  There  is  a 
difference  between  false  teachings  and  (Parent  irtterpreta- 
tions.  There  is  a  difference  between  uderance  and  intoler- 
ance.  At  Perganm  there  was  false  teaching,  and  it 
eimressed  its^  in  sinful  behavior. 

^omisc:  New  life  sustained  by  Christ  (v.  17).  His 
prmnise  to  those  who  stand  for  hto  is  that  the  wiAwnr^jt 
and  comforts  of  his  Spirit  win  be  avaitable  as  needed.  He 
will  sustain  us  when  raise  teadungs  are  coDed.  God’s  Word 
is  our  text  book  and  through  it  we  are  called  to  oncorrqxo- 
mising  fiudifulness  to  Jesus.  If  he  doesn’t  dominate  our 
lives  devil  wiU.  Living  for  Christ  is  more  than  a  life  of 

fiuth.  It  is  God  etxhroned  in  our  lives.  If  he  does  not  sit  on 
the  throne  the  devil  wiD.

2  Corinthians  8:1-15, 20-21 


Piuil  comes  to  one  an  area  of  Christian  commitment  in 
which  we  are  reluctant  to  surrender  control;  the  motives 
and  the  extent  of  our  financial  giving.  The  human  tendency 
is  to  want  to  maintain  control  of  our  money.  The  80/20 
principle  is  right  on  target;  80%  of  the  giving  in  a  local 
church  is  ^ven  by  20%  of  the  people.  Before  you  declare  it 
is  not  true  in  your  ctairch,  you  should  have  someone  make 
im  analysis  of  the  church  giving  records. 

Observe  what  Paul  teac&s  concerning  the  motivations 
for  giving.  I  pray  we  will  do  more  than  just  hear  widi  our 
mirids.  we  hear  with  our  hearts  and  be  moved  to 
action. 

L  The  example  of  the  Macedoniaiu  (8:1*5).  Paul  begins 
his  message  by  relating  what  others  have  done.  The  church¬ 
es  in  Macedonia  were  poor  and  had  been  peraecut^  but 
they  gave  liberally  of  meir  money.  The  Jewish  Christians  in 
Jerusdem  were  suffering  finarxaally  because  the  Jews  boy¬ 
cotted  their  businesses.  Paul  sought  help  for  them  fiom  the 
mission  churches  be  had  started. 

The  Macedonians  understood  what  it  was  to  be  poor  atxl 
persecuted.  The  grace  of  God  filled  them  with  overflowing 
joy;  atxl  their  bea^  were  sensitive  to  others.  They  were 
p<^  in  mon^  but  rich  in  generosity.  Paul  testifted  thtt 
they  were  willing  to  go  far  beyoixl  their  ability.  They  want¬ 
ed  to  do  more  dum  just  what  was  e:^)ected  of  good  Chris- 
tiatB.  They  were  literally  begging  to  trite  up  an  offering. 

You  will  txx  see  trumy  of  those  today.  Tte  real  truth 
about  the  Macedonuus  was  evident  in  die  fitet  they  had 
given  themselves  to  the  Lord.  That  commitment  is  instro- 
merdal  in  establishing  the  pn^  motive  for  giving.  When 
we  are  willing  to  coitunit  our  lives  to  God,  we  carmot  be 
satisfied  unless  we  are  giving  our  firumces. 

n.  Panl’s  direct  appS^  (8:6-11).  Paul  was  seixling  Titus 
to  trrake  sure  the  adktxion  was  colt^deted  at  Cmirtfh.  Ife 
warded  them  to  know  the  joy  of  excelling  in  generosity.  He 
did  coitunarxl  them  to  give,  but  asked  thra  to  demonstrate 
their  love  like  odiers  had  done.  Ife  remirxled  them  of  die 
example  of  Christ  leaving  the  riches  of  heaven  to  become  a 
poor  man  on  earth  for  th^  sakes.  They  were  challenged  to 
finisb  the  task  they  had  voluntarily  started  the  year  before. 
The  exami^  of  Ovist  should  coiqiel  os  to  give.  It  is  the 
only  realistic  responx  we  can  make  to  such  marvelous 
love.  We  are  challenged  to  demonstrate  our  love  fiv  him  in 
giving  as  others  have  done. 

IIL  Adtieving  fidmeas  in  God’s  economy  (8:12-15). 
Paul  advocates  that  attitude  toward  giving  is  more  vnpor- 
tanl  dian  die  amount  ghrea  God  knows  our  aU^.  Panl  did 
not  dA  them  to  switch  places  with  the  Chririians  in 
Jerusalem,  ife  did  not  mean  for  them  to  give  away  all  dry 
had  so  that  odiers  could  become  rich.  He  was  asi^  diem 
to  share  with  those  who  needed  he4>;  the  situation  might  be 
reversed  some  day.  He  makes  use  the  manna  in  the  Old 
Testament  to  make  Us  point  dear.  God  produced  the 
manna  in  just  the  rigU  quantity  to  meet  each  person’s  need. 
Paul  was  calling  upon  them  to  leam  die  grace  of  giving. 

We  need  to  learn  mat  lesson.  God  calls  os  to  give  on  the 
basis  that  he  has  blessed  os.  We  are  never  ari^  to  give 
what  we  do  not  have,  but  we  are  instructed  to  give  out  of 
what  God  has  allowed  us  to  have. 

IV.  Assurance  about  die  gill  (8:20-21).  Paul  wanted  to 
make  sore  diere  were  no  sumidons  about  the  handling  of 
the  money.  Whether  the  coUectioo  was  great  or  small,  Paul 
took  the  precautions  to  make  sore  it  was  handled  in  an  bon- 
oraUe  manner.  He  would  not  take  the  ririr  of  allowing  Us 
iraegrity  to  be  questioned.  Therefore,  be  xnt  Titus  and  two 
odiers  to  Corinth  to  heb  with  cUlecting  the  offering  and 
taking  it  to  Jerasriem.  Cborch  leaders  should  always  take 
precaution  to  be  sore  offerings  are  Undled  in  an  honorable 
rnanner,  leaving  no  room  for  their  irkegrity  to  be  ques¬ 
tioned.  As  Quiinuns,  we  should  handle  our  personal  giving 
in  a  manner  that  honors  God.  That  means  giving  as  we  have 
been  blessed,  and  using  the  remauxler  m  a  Christian  man¬ 
ner.

.  2  Peter  1:1-14 


Recently  I  sodded  my  fitxit  yard  with  centipede  grass. 
Since  that  time  I  have  continuously  watered  the  grass  with 
the  ^vinkler.  I  have  noticed,  tbou^,  that  along  ^  outer 
edge,  some  of  the  grass  has  died  broause  the  ^mnkJer  did 
not  reach  it.  The  grass  was  not  able  to  put  down  roots 
because  of  the  hairi  ground  and  a  lack  of  water,  and  died 
fixMn  lack  of  nutritioiL  I  thought  as  I  looked  at  the  grass  of 
bow  it  was  a  good  illustration  for  die  Christian  life.  '!^th- 
oot  the  proper  nourishment  we  will  not  grow,  arxl  we  will 
wither  away.  Our  lesson  this  week  revet^  to  os  a  truth  we 
know,  but  ^  to  remember  so  many  times.  This  trutii  is 
that  God  expects  a  Christian  to  grow,  arxl  to  grow  m  grace. 

L  Salutation  (1:1-2). 

b  this  first  verse  Peter  describes  Umself  as  an  qxistle  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Of  course  we  know  that  his  first  tuune  was 
SitrKxi,  arxl  Jesus  gave  Um  the  surname  of  ^ter,  which 
sigUfies  a  rock,  Jesus  game  him  this  name  as  a  recognition 
of  his  faith,  atxl  to  exhort  him  to  be  a  pillar  in  the  church. 
The  wmd  :q)osde  signifies  one  xnt,  or  a  messenger. 
Matthew  Ifenry  tells  us  it  signifies  die  highest  office  in  the 
Christian  chur^ 

Peter  greets  his  readers  arxl  prayed  that  they  might  have 
grace  ai^  peace.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  each  time  we 
see  this  salutation  in  the  Bible  grace  always  precedes  peace. 
This  certainly  irxlicates  to  os  that  without  the  grace  of  God 
there  wiU  be  no  real  peace  in  our  lives.  There  are  many 
peo|de  m  our  world  today  looking  for  peace,  but  withwt 
the  grace  of  God,  they  will  firxl  no  peace. 

n.  God’s  available  gifts  (1:3-4). 

Peter  declares  that  dnou^  Imo^riedge  of  God,  God  bad ' 
given  believers  power,  promises,  arxl  relationship  to  Um. 
Isn’t  it  wonderful  to  krx>w  die  power  that  God  makes  avail¬ 
able  to  os.  The  question  that  might  be  asked  today  is  “Why 
are  there  so  many  powerless  Cfatistians?”  Notice  that  Peter 
says  “dteough  kriowledge  of  God,”  we  ate  given  power. 

Where  do  we  obtam  ^  knowMge?  In  our  study  and 
rmidicatioo  of  the  Word  of  God  we  gain  knowledge,  and 
thus  we  gam  power.  We  also  have  a  position,  as  a  jmnt  heir 
with  Jesus,  an  heir  oi  God.  What  an  awesome  thought,  the 
thought  that  we  have  such  a  position  in  Christ.  In  verses  3 
and  4  Peter’s  statement  about  God’s  gifts  to  people  can 
remitxl  adults  that  salvation  arxl  ^nritual  resources  ate  gifts 
of  grace. 

&  Growth  in  Christian  qualities  (1:5-7). 

In  these  verses  we  firxl  Peter  admonishing  us  to  add  to 
our  fiuth,  atxl  to  grow  in  the  basic  qualities  of  the  Chri«ri«n 
life.  Otowlfa  is  txa  automatic.  Growing  in  Christ  requires  a 
conceotnied  effort  on  our  behalf.  The  qualities  mentioned 
in  verses  5-7  ate  banc  qualities  that  we  should  aU  add  to 
our  fiuth,  and  make  a  cotteentrated  effort  to  achieve. 

IV.  ConfinuatioB  of  salvation. 

Peter’s  statement  in  verses  8-11  that  the  basic  Christian 
qualities  confirm  salvation  can  assure  each  of  us  of  our 
telationshq)  widi  Christ.  We  all  know  that  a  good  tree 
produces  apples,  atxl  likewise  a  sincere  Christian  produces 
these  qualities  that  have  been  mentioned  in  our  lexon 
today.  Verse  9  temitxls  each  of  us  of  our  forgetfulness.  Too 
many  times  we  ate  quick  to  fmget  the  power  available  to  us 
through  Christ,  atxl  our  position  in  Qmst  Peter’s  warning 
concerning  a  lack  oi  basic  Christian  values  riioold  cause 
each  of  us  to  evaluate  our  quritual  gtowdi. 

V.  The  nainistry  of  rentindkig  (1:12-14). 

In  verses  12-14  l^ter  wrote  that  Ite  would  continoe  to 
remind  his  readers  of  Christian  truths.  He  states  that  we 
abearfy  as  Christians  ktx>w  these  truths,  but  Peter’s  deter¬ 
mination  to  remind  os  oi  them  should  emphasize  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  our  being  remirxled  continuously  of  basic  Christian 
teachings. 

Our  1^  verse  this  week  is  verse  3  which  states,  “Hu 
divine  power  hath  given  unto  us  things  that  pertain  onto 
life  and  godliness,  throu^  the  knowledge  of  him  that  him 
called  os  to  gjmy  and  virtue.”  God  expects  us  to  grow,  and 
He  eniects  us  to  grow  in  grace.  Let  us  this  week  nme 
qualities  which  we  will  cultivate  in  our  daily  lives  that  we 
might  grow  in  a  manner  which  will  honor  die  Lord  Jesus

More  tjban  20,000  people  live  here  —  metro  Manila’s  largest 
dump.

The  scene  is  like  sometnmg  out  of  Dante’s  Inferno.  Hundreds  of 
scavengers,  many  of  them  children,  sift  huge  piles  of  garbage  with 
shamned  pail  handles  jammed  into  wooden  blocks.  People  scram- 
ble  for  bits  of  scn^.  Bimdozpr  operators  wait  patiently  for  people  to 
clear  out  before  pushing  what  remains  under  the  surface.  It^s  a  com- 
passionate  gesture  for  this  kind  of  place.

"I’m  known  as  the  pastor  with  big  pants,”  Senora  jokes,  eiqdain- 
ing  the  clothes  are  gifts  from  missionaries.

I’m  satisfied  although  we  don’t  ^ve  material 
tfiings.” 

An  eiqilanation  also  lurks  behind  the  hair  and  beard.  Robbed  many 
times,  Senora  decided  to  change  his  image.  He  used  to  wear  a  coat 
and  tie.  Now  he  ideittifies  with  the  community.  Those  who  used  to 
mug  him  now  call  Senora  ’’tatang”  —  a  respected  title  reserved  for 
old  men.  But  he  is  only  50. 

Southern  Biqttist  missionaries  Howard  and  Marjorie  Ohve,  now 
retired,  began  work  on  Smoky  Mountain  20  years  ago.  A  radio  min¬ 
istry  they  directed  sparked  interest  in  the  gospel  among  the  mhabi- 
tants.
